CINCINNATI. 
Progress of the Textile Fabric Exposition. 


CINCINNATI, August 4.—The expo- 
sition of textile fabrics has grown in 
magnitude and importance. Good 
judges place the number in the visit- 
ing rooms to-day at 20,000 persons. 
The indications are that there will be 
a jain to-morrow. All day the spacious 
store rooms in which it is held were 
packed with enthusiastic spectators. 
The reomis are wide and well lighted, 
and have an aggregate length of 750 
feet. The spectators are startled and 
gratified with the evidence of perfec- 
tion in the manufacture of textile 
goods in the West, Eight new boxes 
of goods arrived to-day. The total 
number of entries is 1284. Amongthe 
arrivals to-day is one box of cassi- 
mere, kerseys and jeans from Brigham 
Young, from the Deseret Mills, Salt 
Lake. The receipt was acknowledged 
by telegraph. There were very many 
ladies among the visitors to-day. The 
looms from Lawrenceburg and New 
Albany, Ind., and Fairmount and 
Cincinnati were in operation all day, 
cassimeres, jeans and bag- 
ging. Manufacturers of machinery 
from all section have specimens 
on exhibition. wae regrets 
that, it is to close so soon. he man- 
agement feel that their most sanguine 
hopes have been more than realized, 
Ned that the display eminently de- 
serves its name of the Great Exposi- 
tion. The representation of the press 
from ail parts of the country has _ in- 
creased since yesterday. Sixty-five 
remiums are to be awarded; one of 
$100, forjfancy cassimeres,'and $100 for 
the best bale of cotton; eight are of $50 
each, and all the remainder $25 each. 
Other awards not on the list will be 
given, 
Thirty carriage loads of exhibitors, 
accompanied by citizens, drove to 
Spring Grove Cemetery and Clifton to- 
day, visiting also the Hospital and 
Workhouse, Sing Mein and Chow 
Chow, The Celestials, who were ex- 
pected, failed to put in an epee 
to-day, but are expected to-night, cer- 
tain. 

The rooms have been open only 
during the day, but many requests 
are coming in to open at night to af- 
ford an opportunity to the many who 
can’t come by day.

No communication, in writing or print, can 
be sent with seeds, roots, cuttings or scions, 
maps,engravings or other matter not printed, 
except upon the separate payment of post-

Stamps cut from stamped envelopes cannot 
be used to prepay postage. The use of such 
stamps is punishable by a fine of $50. The 
regulations of 1866 provide that “they lose 
their legal value.”’ The postage on stamped 
envelopes spoiled in directing may be re- 
funded in stamps by a Postmaster if they 
have never been sent by mail, and the misdi- 
rection actually occurred at the place where 
redemption is claimed.
